WASHINGTON, June 26—Presi- 
dent Truman vetoed the Repub- 
lican wool bill today, saying that 
its enactment would be a “tragic 


mistake.” 

He thus called the bluff of polit- 
ically minded Repupiicans who 
thought he could be forced to 
sign a bill that would authorize 
him to “protect” the domestic 
wool industry by imposing of im- 
yr quotas as well as import 


ees. 

The President had this to say 
about erection of these barriers 
to the exchange of goods at the 
véiry moment this government is 
taxing the lead at Geneva in the 
drafting of a charter for the in- 
ternational trade organization un- 
der the United Nations: 

“It would be a blow to our 
leqgdership in world affairs. It 
would be interpreted around the 
world as a first atep on that same 
road to economic isolationism 
down whic : 
tries tra s 
World Wer with such tragic con- 
sequences.”

GREEN REJECTS 
GENERAL STRIKE 
AS PROTEST ON 
NEW LABOR LAW 


Asserts, After Meeting of 
AFL Council Members, 
That It. Is Unwise to 
Yield to Demands for 
Walkout. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
President Truman declared today 
that he will see that the Taft- 
Hartley labor act “is well and 
faithfully administered.” 

At the same time the President 
told a press conference that the 
attorney general was looking into 
spreading coal mine shutdowns 
with a view to taking whatever 
action appeared necessary or pos- 
sible, 

Truman sald he contemplated 
no action at this time. He added 
that whatever necessary action 
could be taken would be taken. 
In a formal] statement the Presi- 
dent said that despite his objec- 
tions to the Taft-Hartley law, “it 
is now the law of the land” and 
“we must all respect its provi- 
sions.” 

“For my part,” he continued, “I 
want to make it unmistakeably 
clear that, insofar as it lies within 
my power as President, I shall see 
that this law is well ‘and faithfully 
administered.” 

Truman called on labor and 
Management to exercise “patience 
and moderation” in adjusting 
themselves to the changes made 
necessary by the act lest economic 
dislocations “threaten the stabil- 
ity of our economy and endanger 
the peace of the world.” 


AFL PLANS COURT 
FIGHT ON MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
AFL President William Green to- 
day rejected pleas from member 
unions for a general strike in pro- 

7 at new Taft- y

Green called presidents of the 

AFL's 106 unions to a conference 
in Washington July 9. He told re, 
porters, after an emergency meet- 
ing with resident mémbers ie 
AFL executive counftil tha e 
thought it “unwise and inadvis- 
able” to bow to telegrams and 
letters from unions throughout the 
nation asking that a general 
strike be called. 
“Instead, we are going to fight 
the measure in the courts and 
seek to maintain our rights under 
the bill in negotiations with em- 
ployers,” Green said. 

The AFL will organize politic- 
ally “with the purpose of defeat- 
ing every member of Congress 
who voted for this terrible legisla- 
tion,” he continued. | 
Green expressed the opinion 
that passage of the labor curbs 
has hastened moves toward merg- 
er of the CIO and AFL. Further 
meetings on consolidation of the 
two big labor groups possibly will 
be held in the near future, he said. 
On the political front, Green 


gaid the AFL and CIO probably

No, 5641 empowers 
the Public Service Commission to 
file suit in any Circuit Court of 
the State to compel a street rail- 
road corporation or other com- 
mon carrier to carry out commis- 
sion orders. No. 5711 makes it a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
and jail sentence, for any public 
utiity employe to fail to carry 


wo be possible, under 
these: laws, for the commission to 
issue an order for immediate re- 
sumption -of rvice, Then the 
commission could file a mandam- 
us or injunction suit to compel 
the company to show why it is 
not furnishing transit service. If 
a court order should be obtained, 
requiring the company to restore 
service, there ie strong reason to 
believe the 3500 striking streetcar 
and bus operators and mainte 
nance workers could be made sub- 
ject to a further enforcement or- 
der by the court.

FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
26 (UP)—United States officials 
said today that thousands of Ger- 
mans were entering the American 
zone from the Soviet zone, declar- 
ing they were fleeing from forced 
labor in Russian-operated uran- 
ium mines and a new registration 
order for German veterans. . 

An American spokesman said, 
“they are coming by the thou- 
sands. Most of them tell the same 
story. We've got to put some 
stock in it.” : 

He said that the Russians were 
reported operating . pitchblende 
mines near Obersclemma in Sax- 
ony on a 24-hour basis and carry- 
ing out a zone-wide_ registration 
of German veterans, Uranium, 
derived from pitchblende, is an 
element in making the atomic 
bomb. 

At least 2,000 Germans crossed 
from the Russian to the American 
zone without American permission 
during the first two weeks of 
June, a report to Frankfurt said. 


Saxony were reported to have told 
American and German officials 
that all miales in that state be- 
tween 16 and 60 have been ordered 


to register for work in the mines, 


“The numbers telling the story 

are too great to be discounted,” 
the American spokesman said. 
. The 3000 feet-deep mine shafts 
were reported to be in the Erzge- 
birge “mountains of ore,” a pre- 
war Spa area noted for its radio- 
active waters. Some arrivals told 
German police that some women 
were registered for mine work. 

An American document based 
on information gathered through- 
out United States zone pictured 
the mines working around the 
clock with individuals on 12-hour 
shifts. The mined pitchblende is 
reported taken to Russia. Some 
arrivals said that as many as one 
million Germans were involved in 
Soviet-sponsored mining opera- 
tions.

Residents of low-lying areas 
along the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers near 8t. Louis began mov- 
ing to higher ground as the crests 
of the flooded rivers neared St. 
Louis today. 

The Governors of the 10 Mis- 
souri basin states will meet in 
Omaha next Wednesday to discuss 
methods of accelerating develop- 
ment of flood control projects 
along the river. Montana Gov. 
Sam C. Ford, chairman of the 
Missouri River States Committee, 
announced the emergency session 
oday. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren predicted that the Mississippi 
would crest here late Saturday or 
early Sunday at 38.5 feet, only six- 
tenths of a foot below the 39.1 
foot mark established in 1944. The 
Mississippi stage here in 1944 was 
the highest since 1844. 

The Mississippi may exceed the 
38.5 estimate, ‘however Wahlgren 
said. He said the crests of the 
Missouri and Mississippi might ar- 
rive here at the same time, pre- 
dicting that the: Missouri would 
crest at 34 to 34.5 feet at St. 
Charles Saturday afternoon. 

The stage of the Mississippi here 
this morning was 37.7 ‘feet, a rise 
of .8 feet since yesterday, and 7.7 
feet above flood stage. The Mis- 
souri stood at 32.5 feet at St. 
Charles this morning, a rise of one 
foot since yesterday. At St. 
Charles, a major flood results 
when the river reaches 34 feet. 

The Meramec was expected to 
crest at Valley Park at 17 to 18 
feet Saturday night. Flood stage 
there is 14 feet.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
Eric Johnston, president of the 
Motion Picture Association, today 
termed Russia “a huge glacier, 
moving steadily from East to 
West, smothering and pulverizing 
whatever may lie in its path.” He 
declared the policy of the Soviet 
Union has raised the question 
whether this is “another ice age 
on the way, and this time made 


by man Instead of by nature.” 

In an address to a luncheon of 
the Belgium-American Society in 
Brussels, Johnston said that if 
Henry A. Wallace “had looked 
East instead of West when he 
was in Europe, he might have 
found some cause to worry about 
imperialism in the world today.” 
Members of the Belgium Cabinet 
attended the luncheon. 

Johnston devoted most of his 
speech, the text of which was 
made public here, to replying to 
what he said were “misconcep- 
tions” Wallace voiced during a

the United States. These 
“damage the moral standing of 
America in the world and hurt the 
Cause of peace and _ recovery,” 
Johnston said. 

Among them he listed what he 
called “phony” assertions by the 
former Vice President that Ameri- 
can political and economic policy 
is “imperialistic,” that the United 
States is “the world center of re- 
action” and that it is headed into 
“a cataclysmic depression, eco- 
nomic and financial] collapse.” 

Johnston said actually “we are 
taking nothing. We are putting in 
instead of taking out. We are tax- 
ing ourselves to aid others.” He 
added that “our policy of self-help 
happens to collide with what we 
feel is the expansionist policy of 
Soviet Russia.” 

As for the chargke of “reaction,” 
Johnston asked: “How can you 
call reactionary a nation which in 
a single generation has fought two 
wars it neither sought nor in- 
spired for the right of man to live 
a free life in a free society?” 

Johnston said Wallace proved 
“how. reliable an economic 
prophet” he was when as Secre- 
tary of Commerce he “predicted 
there would be 8,000,000 unem- 
ployed in the United States im- 
mediately after the war.”

“The strike situation is so seri- 
ous,” Senator Matthes said, “that 
if Mayor Kaufmann's final effort 
to get the street cars and busses 
running breaks down, the Legisla- 
ture should act ag quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

No Request Received. 

No formal official request has 
been received by the legislative 
leaders for reconvening the As- 
sembly to advance the effective 
date of the King-Thompson Act 
barring utility strikes which be- 
comes operative Sept. 10. 

If the Legislature were in ad- 
journment, Gov. Donnelly. could 
convene it in special session on 
10 days’ notice to members, but as 
it is in recess the Governor has 
no power to act. .

DE NICOLA DECIDES TO STAY 


ON AS ITALIAN PRESIDENT 


ROME, June 26 (UP)—Enrico 
de Nicola was re-elected president 
of the Italian republic today, pre- 
venting a constitutional crisis that 
would have endangered Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s non-Commu- 


nist government. De Nicola re- 
ceived 405 of the 431 votes cast 
in the national assembly balloting. 

The assembly named De Nicola 
to succeed himself in accordance 
with a private agreement he and 
De Gasperi reached several days 
ago.

It was learned on excellent 
authority that there are legal 
precedents for holding that exist- 
ence of a strike is not necessarily 
a defense for Yailure to provide 
service by a utility. Nature of 
these precedents was not immedi- 
ately ascertainable. 

The question of whether the 
strike constituted a defense for 
Public Service Co. in not keeping 
the transit system running could 
conceivably depend: on determina- 
tion of the company’s ability to 
pay a wage sufficient to satisfy 
the union. This could, of course, 
amount to the equivalent of a 
preliminary consideration as to 
whether a fare increase was 
justified, and as to what wage 
should be paid.

The com- 
pany was willing to pay the $1.22% 
rate which a June 10 arbitration 
award attempted to fix, but the 
union, which has demanded $1.40, 
rejected this. The company has 
estimated a 32-cent raise, to $1.40, 
would cost it $4,000,000 a year.

It has been announced hereto- 
fore that Gov.

Section 5641 of the Revised 
Statutes is entitled “Summary 
Proceedings.” It provides that, if 
the commission is of the opinion 
a@ concern such as Public Service 
Co. is failing to do anything re- 
quired of it by law or by commis- 
sion order, or is permitting any- 
thing to occur in violation of law 
or of commission order, the com- 
mission may have its general 
counsel file mandamus or injunc- 
tion suit to stop such violation. 
The court would then set a time, 
not more than 30 days after serv- 
ice of the petition on the company, 
to file an answer. (It would be 
possible in this instance to make 
the time limit brief.) On applica- 
tion of the commission counsel, 
the court could join additional 
parties (such as the employes), 
“in order to make its order, judg- 
ment or writs effective.” The 
court’s final judgment, the statute 
concludes, would be either dismis- 
sal of the suit, or issuance of a 
writ of mandamus or injunction 
or both.

NEW LABOR CURBS 
URGED BY HARTLEY 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (UP)— 
The spreading coal strikes were 
greeted in Congress today with 
attacks on John L. Lewis and 
threats to stiffen the Taft-Hartley 
labor law with new curbs on “re- 
bellious” unions. 

Denouncing Lewis as a “muti- 
nous citizen,” Representative Fred 
A. Hartley (Rep.), New Jersey, 
co-sponsor of the new law, said 
Congress would strengthen the 
statute if it proves ineffective in 
“handling” Lewis. He conceded 
there was some doubt it would 
prove effective. 

Hartley’s statement came as the 
wildcat walkouts—described as 
protests against the new law— 
shut off more than half of the 
nation’s daily soft coal production 
and forced industry to begin con- 
serving supplies for what may 
well develop into a _ prolonged 
strike, Steel mills and railroads 
are beginning to lay off workers. 

More than 220,000 of Lewis's 
soft coal miners were idle today 
and a swift spreading stoppage in 
the eastern Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite field halted all operations in 
the rich Panther Creek valley sec- 
tion, near Lansford, with some 
6,500 men refusing to report at 
mines and stripping operations. 

An official of the Federal Coal) 
Mines Administration said the cur- 
rent rate of the walkouts, if con- 
tinued, might close all 2500 Gov- 
ernment-operated pits by tomor- 
row—24 hours before the official 
start of the miners’ 10-day vaca- 
tion. 

Although the vacation is sup- 
posed to end midnight July 7, the 
miners are more than likely to 
remain away under their “no con- 
tract, no work” policy, The Gov- 
ernment contract with the UMW, 
along with its seizure powers, 
ends June 30 and Lewis and the 
mine operators still have reached 
no private agreement.

~ BARUCH DOUBTS IMMEDIATE 
‘THREAT OF WAR WITH SOVIET 


Says, However, ‘Work or Fight’ Law for All 
Men, Women Will Be Vital in 
Any Future Conflict. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— sire for peace and security.” 


Bernard M. Baruch called today 
for a “work or fight” law applica- 
ble. to men and women alike as 
one of the “minimum” essentials 
to mobilizing America’s “full 
might” in the event of a future 
war. 

The white-haider adviser to 
Presidents in two world conflicts 


declared, however, that while this 
country faces a future that is “un- 
restful” it is “not alarming.” 

“I see no war with Russia as an 
immediate threat,” he asserted in 


“an address to the first graduating 


class of the Armed Forces’ In- 
dustrial College. 

Baruch cautioned, however, that 
“with the new instrumentalities of 
mass destruction, we will not have 
time to improvise” should war 
come again. Accordingly, he said, 
this country must be ready to 
mobilize its full might, “militarily, 
economically and spiritually.” 


Outlines Program. 

To accomplish that, he said, (a) 
there must be universal military 
training (b) “all men and wom- 
en (must be) subject to’ mobiliza- 
tion with a work-or-fight clause” 
and (c) “surveys must be made of 
underground industria] establish- 
Mients, refuge for civilians and 
dispersal of populations”, 

“Until some effective interna- 
tional guarantee of security has 
been established or resort to war 
eliminated, we cannot disregard 
the dangers inherent in develop- 
ing mass housing in cities,” he 
said. 


As for the “work-or-fight” 


clause, he said “the same applies; 


to all professions, science, call- 
ings, crafts, industrial and agri- 
cultura] efforts, including labor of 
all kinds. In other words, there 
should be a pool of all our man- 
power—brains and. brawn—ready 
to be tapped at any moment for 


_ War purposes.” 


In his discussion of Russia, 
Baruch said: 

“With others of my countrymen, 
I feel deep irritations, but I do 
not fear explosions. We have been 
just and generous but there has 
been a lack of co-operation on the 
part of those whose friendship we 
solicit. Perhaps they expect our 
economic collapse. If so, they will 
be -disappointed. We shall con- 
tinue long after their experiment 
has failed.” 

College Broadened. 

The industrial college originally 
was set up to train only Army of- 
ficers but was broadened last year 
to include all the services. 

To the graduating class of 96 
officers—68 Army, 26 Navy and 
two Marine Corps—Baruch de- 
clared that “we must not again 
make the mistake of not being 
properly organized in case anoth- 
er war is thrust upon us.” 

“Bravery or resources,” he said, 
“will not overcome an enemy who 
has destroyed us. War prepara- 
tions must be governed by a de- 


Baruch’s preparedness program, 
which he said “should be placed 
upon the statute books, ready to 
function,” includes these addition- 
al recommendations: 

1. “An industrial plan ready 
to go into effect with full con- 
trol of production, distribution 
and prices, with the power of 
allocation, priority and even ex- 
clusion for everything... ... 

2. “Taking unfair profits out 
of war and preventing inflation 


through an over-all price regu-_ 


lation, tax and savings program. 
There must be only enough prof- 
it to keep our economy and pro- 
duction«going. .. . 7 

3. “An organization to export 
materials in demand by other 
nations and to buy the things 
our nation needs or desires to 
keep from enemy hands. 

4. “Accumulation of critical im- 
ports. 

5. “Retention of war plants, 
particularly synthetic rubber 
plants. 

6. “Intensified scientific re- 
search... 

7. “An intelligence service en- 
larged far beyond what now ex- 
ists, 

8. “Information and propagan- 
da organized, gone over and 
continually improved to be ready 
when action demands,”

MARSHALL ASKS SENATORS 
TO INCREASE RADIO FUND 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall appealed to senators yester- 
day to remove restrictions from 
the State Department’s informa- 
tion and cultural program and al- 
low $16,000,000 for its operation. 
He made the appeal at a special 
closed door session of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 

A senator, who declined use of 
his name, described the hour and 
a half session as “heated.” 

Yesterday, the committee voted 
to allow $13,000,000 for the cul- 
tural and information program in 
the 12 months beginning July 1. 
It directed that $1,500,000 of this 
be used to close down a large 


radio office staff in New York 
City. It also limited funds for 
international radio broadcasts to 
$6,387,250. 


Indian Woman Ambassador. 

NEW DELHI, June 26 (UP)— 
King George has approved the ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Vijaya La- 
kashmi Pandit, sister of Pandit

YARDS ON STRIKE 


First Union-Approved 
Walkout Since Passage 
of Labor Bill Halts 


Work on 79 Ships. 


NEW YORK, June 26 (UP)— 
More than 41,000 CIO shipbuild- 
ers struck for higher wages in 10 
East Coast yards today, halting 
repair and construction work on 
79 major vessels, 

It was the first union-approved 
walkout since the passage of the 
Taft-Hartley labor law. 

Although union leaders  pre- 
viously stated they were willing 


to be the first to test the powers 
of the Taft-Hartley law, both 
union and company representa- 
tives expressed doubt the strike 
could be interpreted a violation of 
the legislation, unless it delayed 
ship repairs and construction to 
a point where it could be called 
a national emergency. 
Nine of the yards affected were 
those of the Bethelhem Steel Co., 
employing 40,000 workers, and the 
other, was the Atlantic Basin Iron 
Works repair yard in New York, 
employing 1500. 

More May Quit July 1. 
The strikers were the vanguard 
of 150,000 shipyard workers sched- 
uled to go on strike Juy 1 when 
other contracts expire. The work; 
ers originally sought a pay in- 
crease of 17.4 cents hourly, job 
classification and, six paid holi- 
days annually. : 
The union said that Bethlehem 
executives in a meeting yesterday 
had turned down new union pro- 
posals. They lowered the wage 
demands to 13 cents an hour and 
had asked for six paid holidays, 
a 1.8cent hourly increase for 
classification inequities, and 
three-week vacations after 20 
years’ service.

Clark Promises Aid as 
Public Service—lInten- 
sified Kansas City 
Theft Inquiry.

ef their time trading in the vast black market, which is Germany's 


No. 1 industry. 


If a German works full time at a 
legitimate job, about all he can 
hope for is to earn money enough 
to buy the official ration, pay his 
rent and taxes. 

German business men have little 
incentive because of a profits tax 
that rises as high as 95 per cent, 
plus a property tax of 5 per cent 
that resembles a capital levy. In 
some cases, German business pays 
annual taxes that total 120 per 
cent of revenue. 

Mark Worth Less Than Cent. 

The result is that more 
more Germans become black mar- 
ket operators, which permits them 
to live better than at regular jobs. 
At these jobs, they are paid in 
marks, and the mark is an artifi- 
cial currency. It is backed neither 
by hard metal nor by the credit 
of a central government. No cen- 
tral Government exists. Supposed- 
ly worth 10 cents, the ‘mark is 
easily obtainable in the black mar- 
ket at 110 or 120 to the dollar, so 
that it is worth less than a cent. 

The mark is good largely to buy 
food in the strictly rationed and 
price-controlled stores; therefore, 
a barter economy has taken its 
place. The foremost medium of 
this economy is the American cig- 
arette. which has a fantastic ac- 


ceptance. A carton of cigarettes). 


in Berlin brings from 1000 to 1500 
marks, or from $10 to $15 at the 
official rate of exchange. It 
brings higher values when traded 
for other tangibles. 

The use of cigarettes as money 
was aggravated by the importa- 
tion by G.Ls of enormous quanti- 
ties from the United States. These 
were traded by G.l.s for German 
household treasures ranging from 
linens and furniture to jewelry and 
paintings. 

The cigarettes, in turn, were 
traded by Germans to farmers for 
supplemental] food and found their 
way back into the black market 
for the things farmers desired. 

Only recently has the American 
Government stopped the importa- 
tion of cigarettes by G.I.s, though 
the only immediate result has 
been to increase their value in the 
black market. 

Farmers Hoarding, Cheating. 

Every weekend trains to the 
country are jammed with Ger- 
mans who seek to 
farmers for food. To know a 
farmer in Germany today is like 
knowing a bootiegger in the old 
days of American prohibition. 
While farmers are supposed to be 
under strict compulsion to turn 
allotments of food over’ to the 
Govefnment, they are hoarding 
and cheatiag, and Military Gov- 
ernment simply hasn't adequate 
personnel for proper enforcement, 

Of the millions of men we once 
had in Germany, only about 135,- 
000 remain, and most of these are 
engaged in supply activities. Our 
main patrol force—the constabu- 
lary—has been whittled down to 


about 22,000 men, mostly youths| 


of 19 or 20, equipped with small 
arms. Some elements of the First 
Division remain and, of course, 
the usual complement of military 
police. Our air ‘force is merely a 
token affair. 

To administer the tremendously 
complicated German internal sys- 
tem and to oversee the acts of 
German administrators,:our Mili- 
tary Government has had only 
about 6000 persons, and these are 
goon to be reduced to 4000. 

By contrast, the British have 
had 20,000 in Military Govern- 
ment, to be reduced to 15,000. 

Because of difference in organi- 
zation, the comparison is not al- 
together accurate, but there is no 
doubt that we are undermanned 
in relation to the British. 

The Germans, deeply impressed 
with our magnificent combat ar- 
mies, must be puzzled by the 
token forces that we have left 
in Germany. While our meager 
constabulary patrols the roads, 
each group covering from 40 to 
80 miles a day, weeks elapse be- 
fore they are seen by many Ger- 
mans. The German is not an 
imaginative creature. He is im- 
pressed by force and the appear- 
ance of force. He is not im- 
pressed by us at the present time. 

Seeds of Rebellion Sown. 

The German people, as a martial 
race, understand military defeat 
just as they know how to exploit 
military victory. They are sub- 
missive enough now, but the seeds 
for rebellion are being sown. 

They are already being watered 
by such men as Alfred Loritz, 
minister of de-Nazification in Ba- 
varia, a demagogue who should 
be watched. While clearly anti- 
Hitler in the background — he 
spent years of exile in Switzerland 
as a refugee from Hitler—he is 
cunningly using Hitler methods to 
achieve power. And he does not 
hesitate to use his government 
post to increase his personal pop- 
ularity. His scheme is to go hard

What is worse—or bet- 
ter, from the German dema- 
gogues’ point of view—is that each 
conqueror is urging its own ide- 
ology upon the German people, in 
a vast struggle for eventual con- 
trol of the heart of Europe. 

Two of the conquerors—Britain 
and the United States—are work- 
ing together with a fair degree of 
harmony. Even here, however, 
there is a philosophical cleavage 
between an America devoted to 
free enterprise and a Britain com- 
mitted to Socialism. 


The third conqueror—a conquer- | 


or largely by courtesy—clings. pas- 
sionately to its part of Germany 
and intends to suck it permanent- 
ly into the French €conomy. 
France is naturally motivated by 
fear and by a glowing memory of 
1870, 1914 and 1940. It does not 
join Britain and the United States 
in a tri-zonal arrangement be- 
cause of that fear and because, 
too, of the great influence of Com- 
= in France's domestic poli- 
cs, 


G Russian Hostility. 
But the differences among Brit- 
ain, America and France are as 
nothing compared with the great 
and growing hostility of the So- 
viet Union toward western powers, 
German demagogues must look 
with glee not only upon the big 
failures at the major conferences, 
but at the minor disagreements 
that at times are almost beyond 
belief. 

For example, one of the con- 
cerns of the Military Government 
at Berlin has been to avoid epi- 
demics. These were threatened in 
the extreme cold of last winter, 
and they continue to be threat- 
ened by the lowered physical re- 
sistance of the Germans due to 
insufficient food. Tuberculosis and 
infant mortality rates, for in- 
stance, are rising abnormally, and 
the danger is further indicated by 
figures showing alarm losses 
of weight in adults and children. 
Yet simple measures to improve 
sanitation conditions in Berlin are 
balked or reluctantly accepted by 
the Russians. 

For another example, Rudolf 
Hess and other high-ranking 
Nazis are still kept in the none- 
too-secure prison at Nuernberg in- 
stead of being sent for permanent 
incarceration to Spandau peni- 
tentiary in Berlin, The command- 
ant at Nuernberg is frankly wor- 
ried about the continued stay of 
these Nazis. He wants to get rid 
of them. Yet action is held up be- 
cause of a dispute between Rus- 
sia and the western powers as to 
terms of imprisonment at Span- 
dau. The Russians favor solitary 
confinement, whereas we favor a 
more humane regime. 

There are many evidences that 
Russia is deliberately blocking 
and sabotaging our efforts at 
German recovery on the theory 
that chaos and anarchy play into 
their hands. : 

Russia also knows that the 
American people tend to become 
tired of international obligations, 
and look with happiness on the 
withdrawal of our armies and the 
retention only of token forces. 

American Softness. 

American softness to a nation 
accustomed to hard-boiled treat- 
ment shows itselt in many ways. 
One outstanding example is the 
Nuernberg trials. It took us 10 
months to complete the prosecu- 
tion of the chief Nazj criminals, 
in an amazing display of Anglo- 
Saxon justice bending backward 
to prove its fairness. By the time 
the trials were over, the Germans 
were bored with the whole thing 
and the propaganda effect was 
largely lost. * | 

The same process is being re- 
peated in the long drawn-out 
trials of the doctors’ who experi- 
mented with human ‘beings, the 
industrialists and. others. An 
inordinate length of time is being 
given to defense attorneys to 
spell out their cases, and the 
Germans are yawning again. In- 
stead of being attracted to the 
courtroom ‘where their former 
masters are fighting for their 
lives, the Germans are leaving 
the benches largely empty—except 
in the winter when they come in 
to get warm. 

The long delays in disposing of 
the top Nazis are repeated in the 
purging and punishment of lesser 
Nazis. We have turned this mat- 
ter over to the Germans them- 
selves, but they, as in the case of 
Alfred Loritz, are using de-Nazifi- 
cation for political ends. 

lle amnesty has been 
granted by Gen. Lucius Clay to 
many lesser Nazis, hundreds of 
thousands remain to be tried. 
Meanwhile they are often barred 
from all occupation: except com- 
mon labor until their cases are 
disposed of.

Soviet Sphere’s Inter- 


est in Marshall Plan 


Dismays Some U.S. 
Officials.

WASHINGTON, June 26. 
HE announced adherence of 
Poland to the Marshall plan 
for the economic recovery of 
Europe—which the State Depart- 
ment has now decided it prefers 
to have known as the Marshall 
approach—is regarded here as her- 
alding a rush of Soviet satellite 
countries to clamber aboard the 
American gravy wagon, At the 
same time misgivings as to the 
program are beginning to find 
voice in other government depart- 
ments which would be vitally con- 
cerned in its execution. 


There is particular disturbance | 


over the definition of Europe 
which Secretary Marshall gave at 
a recent press conference, He de- 
clared that the employment of the 
term in his Harvard address of 
June 5 implied the usual geo- 
graphical sense of all continental 
territory west of Asia. This, of 
course, embraces European Rus- 
sia, the Soviet band of dependen- 
cies stretching from the Baltic to 
the Adriatic, the Polish adminis- 
tration zone in Germany and the 
Russian occupation area in that 
country. 

“The role of this country,” ex- 
plained ; Secretary Marshall 
Harvard, “should consist of friend- 
ly aid in the drafting of a Euro- 
pean program and of later sup- 
port for such a program so far as 
it may be practicable for us to 
do s0. 

. | Treasury Disturbed. 

His words, according to mur- 
murs reported from the Treasury 
Department, among others, seem 
to throw down the barriers for 
raids on the American economy 
by Russia itself and by the seven 
countries within the Soviet’s 
European sphere of influence. 

“Let us suppose,” such critics 
argue, “that Russia surprised the 
world by agreeing to join in the 
Marshall program and pledged it- 
self to roll up the economic iron 
curtain by permitting trade 
channels on the continent to re- 


sume their normal course. This. 


would mean’ supplying western 
Europe with Polish coal, Roma- 
nian oil and foodstuffs from Ro- 
mania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
western Germany. 

“On the precedent of the Pots- 
dam agreement, Russia might give 
such & pledge without the slight- 
est intention of fulfilling it. 

“Over the signature of Premier 
Stalin, the Soviet Government 
agreed at Potsdam that during the 
period of occupation Germany 
should bé treated as a single eco- 
nomic unit. In return for repara- 
tions of industrial capital equip- 
ment from western Germany, 
Russia promised to supply from 
its own area food grains and other 
commodities to the American, 
British and French zones. Mos- 
cow's failure to observe this 
pledge compelled American mili- 
tary authorities to refuse further 
reparations for Russia from the 
United States zone. 

Russians Want Loan. 

“Assuming that Russia made a 
new promise of aid, would the 
Kremlin not demand as a price 
the grant of its pending applica- 
tion for a loan of five. billion 
dollars? 

“It is notorious that Congress 
is in no mood to appropriate so 
much as a nickel for the Soviet 
Union—a fact thoroughly under- 
stood in Moscow. ould not 
Russia instantly seize upon the 
loan’s refusal as a case of dis- 
crimination on. political grounds 
and as a betrayal of Secretary 
Marshall's pledge that ‘our policy 
is directed not against any coun- 
try or doctrine, but against hun- 
ger, poverty, ‘desperation and 
chaos?’ Would not American di- 
plomacy thereupon find itself 
lodged behind the eight ball?” 
One doubting Thomas from an- 
other department muttered: “We 
certainly hope that Secretary Mar- 
shall knows what he is doing.” It 
is rumored that the same depart- 
ment, after careful thought, de- 
clined an invitation for one of its 
acé officials to accompany the 
Under Secretary of State for eco- 
nomic affairs, William. L. Clayton, 
on his current tour of European 
capitals.

from Europe.” | 

To all of which answer is made 
that Russia’s participation in the 
conference of foreign ministers as- 
sembling in Paris is not regarded 
4 the State Department as qual- 
ifying the Soviet Union’ to be a 
claimant upon American bounty. 

Two-Way Transactions. 

It ig suggested that in diplo- 
macy there is a Latin phrase, 
“pari passu,” meaning “in equal 
step.”

PLANS DISCLOSED 


Memorial to F.D.R. in Georgia 
to Be Taller Than Wash- 


ington Monument. 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., June 26 
(UP) — Plans for a world-wide 
drive for funds to erect a Roose- 
velt peace tower which would 
dwarf the Washington monument 
were disclosed late yesterday at 
ceremonies dedicating the Little 
White House as a memorial to the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt.’ 

A surprise announcement of the

The clearest analysis of the Mar- 
shall speech was published by the 
organ of the British Labor party. 
While the London Daily Herald 
admitted that “great good can 
come from this policy if it is 
guided throughout by the principle 
of world unity,” it emphasized its 
conviction that “if the American 
Administration's, plans are. to ad- 
vance the promotion of enduring 
peace, they must raise no barrier 
to close collaboration between 
eastern and western Europe.” 

There is, unfortunately, to be 
found in the Marshall proposals 
the same basic defect as that con- 
tained in the original Truman 
proposals for help to Greece and 
Turkey before the latter were 
amended by Senator Vandenberg. 

Why should this Government, 
which continues to proclaim its 
faith in the United Nations, have 
again ignored that organization? 


U.N. Economic Commission. 

Last March the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Na- 
tions established the Economic 
Commission for Europe. It was 
the United States which first pro- 
posed its creation. The Soviet 
Union, after some opposition, vot- 
ed for its establishment. There is 
a Russian member on it. All of 
the European states are repre- 
sented. Since no veto right ex- 
ists in the commission, no one 
power could block approval of a 
reconstruction program sh&tisfac- 
tory to a majority of the Euro- 
pean countries. . 

The commission is to meet early 
in July. It is scheduled to take 
over the functions of three other 
bodies, the Emergency Economic 
Committee for Europe, the Euro- 
pean Coal Organization and the 
European Central Inland Trans- 
port Organization. Such autono- 
mous agencies as the Food and 
Agriculture Organization and the 
International Bank and Monetary 
Fund are equipped to collaborate 
closely with it. 

The commission's major diffi- 
culty so far has been that it had 


; 
no assurance that its recom 
mendations would be implemented 
with financial support. Now that 
the United States is urging the 
European countries to agree upon 
a co-operative reconstruction pro- 
gram and is willing to help in 
making such a program succeed, 
surely no more suitable planning 
agency could be found than the 
United Nations Economic Com~ 
mission for Europe. 

The failure of this Government 
to approach the problem through 
the United Nations has already 
done grave damage. There is no 
doubt that the division between 
the West and the East has been 
accentuated. The countries of 
Western Europe are well aware 
that there can be no sound eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Europe 
without co-operation between the 
West and the East. 


Russian Reaction. 


As was to be expected, Moscow's 
original reaction was violent. The 
Marshall] plan was termed “po 
litical pressure with dollars.” 
(Editor’s Note: Russia announced 
Monday, however, that it would 
participate in discussions with 
Britain and France, to begin in 
Paris Friday, concerning the Mar- 
shall plan.) 


Such governments as those of 
France and Italy cannot make a 
success of any economic program 
unless they can organize labor 
behind it, and labor in those coun- 
tries is at present largely Com- 
munist-inspired. France, in the 
words of Winston Churchill, is 
the “keystone of a united Europe,” 
and unless the French Govern- 
ment is able to co-operate, the 
Marshall plan will break down. 

Many European governments 
also object to the initiative taken | 
by the British Government, since , 
they fear that if Britain is given 
the chief role in shaping eco- 
nomic reconstruction plans 
Britain’s individual interests wilt 
secure preferential consideration, 

Deep resentment, moreover, has

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The Loss of. Eisenhower 

Gen. Eisenhower undoubtedly found it hard to 
decide to leave the Army and the great post of 
Chief of Staff in order to assume the presidency 
of Columbia University at some undetermined 
date next year. Surely the country finds it even 
harder to agree that he should go. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower is one of the really big 
men to come out of World War II. Not only did 
he shoulder the overwhelming burden of being 
the Supreme Commander for the Allies in the 
organization and prosecution of the invasion of 
the Continent and the conquest of the Nazis. 
He was also loaded down with diplomatic prob- 
lems which often were more perplexing than the 
military solutions he and his staffs had to work 
out. He proved himself statesman as well as 
soldier. 

When V-E day arrived and the baffling task 
of occupying a major part of Germany was full 
upon us, it was reassuring to know thet at the 
highest level was the firm, determined man who 
had humanely told the Germans “we come as 
conquerors but not as oppressers.” But Gen. 
Eisenhower’s days as top American Military 
Governor were few. He was soon called to 
Washington to be Chief of Staff. 

This was a great blow to many Americans, in 
both military and civilian capacities, in “urope. 
They felt that with him would go his skill, his 
wisdom, his understanding, his capacity for in- 
spiring others and for developing loyalty. They 
were right. No one who has followed “Ike” 
Eisenhower in the occupation has come even 
close to him, so outstanding were his qualifica- 
tions for this historic challenge and opportunity. 

As Gen. Eisenhower’s return from Germany 


wr 


took him from an assignment for which he was 


outstandingly equipped, so will his retirement 
from the Army take him altogether out of the 
field of his special competence. As a private 
citizen he may, of course, comment on the course 
of the occupation and offer many helpful] recom- 
mendations. But no one knows better than he 
that while we have had an abundance of criti- 
cism of the occupation, there have been fewer 
and fewer citizens who were willing ‘to devote 
themselves personally to the business of making 
the occupation a success. 

The Columbia University invitation was a 
tempting one and it is understandable that Gen. 
Eisenhower should be attracted to it. An ad- 
ministrative post of so distinguished a character 
inevitably would have its appeal after all the 
wracking problems of war, of the divided post- 
war world, of national security in such a time. 
But why should not the United States Govern- 
ment be able to make an even more persuasive 
appeal to keep Gen. Eisenhower in the public 
service? 

As Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces, 
President Truman should review this problem in 
its entirety before he sets the date on which he 
releases Gen, Eisenhower from active duty. Mr. 
Truman should consider the effect on the re- 
cruitment of personnel of the high order which 
is required if our occupation is to be a fair rep- 
resentation of the self-government we are trying 
to uphold before the world. 

The President should go back two years to 
the almost overnight collapse of our Armed 
Forces under the politicians’ cry “to get the 
boys home.” He should couple the Eisenhower 
release with the reassignment to San Francisco 
of Gen. Mark W. Clark, our thoroughly expe- 
rienced and able Austrian commander; these and 
other instances which could be cited stand to 
discourage those citizengs-who might be planning 
to devote a year or two or even more of their 
lives to public service overseas. 

The American people cannot possibly make 
good on their occupation committments unless 
there is a continuous flow of competent person- 
nel in adequate numbers to the areas of our re- 
sponsibility. We cannot possibly make good un- 
less this is worked out on a long range basis. 
The need is for thousands of men like Sumner 
Sewall, former Governor of Maine, who will go 
to Germany and make its re-education and re- 
construction a part of their lives. 

The news about Gen. Eisenhower should 
dramatize this as never before. It also should 
cause Americans to think again about the size 
of the stakes and consequences if we fail. 

We wish Dwight Eisenhower were going to 
Frankfurt to weld the American and British 
zones'in Germany into a bastion for democracy 
against the westward encroachments of Commu- 
nism. He could do far more for his country and 
his generation there than he can do as adminis- 
trator of Columbia or any other university.

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A Man to Watch. 


One of the most dangerous men in German 
official life is Dr. Alfred Loritz, head of a small 
political group known as the Economic Recon- 
struction party. A dispatch from Munich tells 
of a movement by party leaders to oust him from 
the chairmanship, on the ground that he has mis- 
used party funds. Loritz is fighting back vigor- 
ously and claims that his strength “lies among 
the party members themselves, who will sustain 
me by a vote of confidence of at least 95 per 
cent.” 

Loritz is Minister of de-Nazification in the Ba- 
varian Cabinet. His inclusion in the Cabinet is 
something of a fluke, since his party controls 
only about 13 votes in the assembly. But under 
the multi-party system prevailing in Germany, 
by reason of proportional representation, it is 
sometimes necessary to include leaders of small 
groups in the Cabinet to get a working majority 
of votes. 

Loritz, distinctly a demagogue, was tossed the 
de-Nazification post in the thought that he would 
be burned by the hot potato. The artful Loritz, 
however, found that he could make political cap- 
ital of the job. He is doing this by making a 
grandstand play at prosecuting well-known Nazis, 
including the wives and widows of former Hitler 
leaders, while going easy on the little Nazis, who 
have the votes. 

Though Loritz was distinctly anti-Hitler and 
spent years of exile in Switzerland, he has close- 


ly studied the Hitler technique of mass appeal 
and is using it effectively. No one knows exact- 
ly for what he and his party stand, or where he 
gets his funds; nevertheless, speaking in beer 
halls as Hitler did, Loritz manages to get large 
audiences. His oratery is loud and vociferous. 


American officials in Germany are frankly, 


worried about this man and would breathe a 
sigh of relief if the present movement to oust 
him from the party chairmanship is successful. 
The chances are, however, so strong is his popu- 
lar’ following, that it will not be. Loritz is de- 
cidedly a man to watch. 
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Those Protest Walkouts 


A very ugly business—these walkouts and 
threatened walkouts in protest against passage 
of the Taft-Hartley bill. Since 1934, organized 
labor has thrived under the Wagner Act and 
other beneficial legislation. The labor move- 
ment, puny at that time, has become great and 
powerful in the ensuing years, and has been 
guilty of many abuses which called for legisla- 
tive redress. 

It was certain, after the congressional elections 
of last year, that Congress would write a gen- 
eral law to correct these abuses and to attempt 
to hold even the balance of power between labor 
and industry. Labor was given its day in court. 
Both House and Senate held full hearings. Labor 
was urged to present its views, but for the most 
part contented itself with obstruction of any at- 
tempt at reform of the Jabor laws. 

The Taft-Hartley. bill was passed by huge 
majorities in both houses of Congress, where- 
upon labor concentrated successfully on the 
President, who vetoed the bill. Then, under 
democratic processes, Congress passed. the bill 
over its veto by a good margin over the neces- 
sary two-thirds. Many members of Congress 
who have been friendly to labor in the past 
overrode the President’s veto. 

No one, not even its sponsors, contend that the 
Taft-Hartley bill is perfect, any more than the 
Wagner Act, as originally passed, was perfect. 
It is freely admitted that the law has many 
doubtful provisions, and a watchdog committee 
of Congress will be set up to study the law’s 
operation and to recommend improvements. 

In any event, the Taft-Hartley bill is now the 
law of the land and a sense of democracy, to 
say nothing of an elementary matter of good 
sportsmanship, should caution labor against the 
kind of protest in which it is now indulging. If 
the law is as bad as labor says it is, the country 
will soon find it out. Meantime, protest walk- 
outs can only deepen anti-labor feeling through- 
out the country.

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Delightfully Business 


Just when we thought we had our ideas about 
business all straightened out and could tell what 
was like it and what wasn’t, along comes Ervin 
Fruchtnicht, a director of the bank in Napoleon, 
Ind.

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Case of an American Ghetto 


The United States Supreme Court will review 
a case which arose in St. Louis and which has 
deep significance for this city with its decaying 
core of Negro tenements. Kraemer vs. Shelley 
also will affect every other major city, for it 
concerns the restrictive covenant, and the Ameri- 
can ghetto. 

Restrictive covenants are contracts by which 
property owners exclude Negroes from land and 
houses. In St. Louis, ‘this means blighted 
people in a blighted city. One seventh of the 
urban population is crammed into one narrow 
belt.. The Negro population has increased to 
120,000, but virtually no residences have been 
built for them in seven years. 

Jammed tenements remain. There is‘an exor- 
bitant amount of disease, crime and delinquency, 
which always follow slums regardless of color 
lines. But in St. Louis, the main reason why 
slum inhabitants suffer such abuse is the color 
of their skin. 

The reasons why race should not create bar- 
riers to shelter and decent living ought to be 
clear in, a democracy, yet this issue is involved 
in legal technicalities. The Missouri Supreme 
Court has held that covenants are private con- 
tracts, that they may stand, and no constitutional 
issues are involved. 

Now the Fourteenth Amendment says states 
cannot abridge rights of citizens because of race 
or deny them property without due process of 
law. Undoubtedly the United States Supreme 
Court will hear this argument: that any contract 
is meaningless unless it can be legally enforced; 
that when a state court enforces a restrictive 
covenant, the state in effect is acting in behalf 
of racial discrimination, and that is unconstitu- 
tional, 

One other question may arise. Contracts are 
enforced with regard to public policy; otherwise 
gambling and similar misdeeds might be con- 
tracted for. The Supreme Court already has re- 
fused to permit the City of Louisville to divide 
itself into white and Negro blocks. Now the 
court must determine the proper course toward 
contracts involving such segregation. 

Those are the legal issues. Will the nation’s 
highest tribunal decide that racial ghettos repre- 
sent America’s public policy?

If raw material resources, industrial ca- 
pacity, scientific knowledge, productive 
“know-how,” skilled labor—if these alone 
were the ingredients of power, then the 
United States could take on the rest of the 
world single-handed., 

But though these things are essential in- 
gredients, they are not all that it takes to 
make a great power. There must also be 
the willingness, and the ability, to use 
economic resources in support of national 
policy. 

The rulers of Soviet Russia are not like- 
ly, at least for a generation to come, to 
have nearly as good cards in their hand 
as the Americans. But the nature of their 
system of concentrated power and iron 
censorship enables them to play a forcing 
game. The Americans’ hand is all trumps; 
but will any of them ever be played? And 
for what purpose? 

Critics on the Left argue that capitalism 
is inevitably aggressive and that sooner or 
later the largest capitalist community is 


therefore likely to prove the most aggres-. 


sive. Supporters on the Right argue that 
America, as the last stronghold of the 
free-enterprise system, must use its strength 
to preserve this “free way of life” against 
Communist inroads, 


A Phase of Expansion? 


There are actions of the United States 
Government that fit neatly into such a 
For example, in the name of de- 
fense, most of the islands in the Pacific 
Ocean have been brought under exclusive 
American control. And the appropriations 
for Greece and Turkey were presented to 
Congress as the first step in a world-wide 
policy of opposing Communism everywhere. 
Is this then a new phase in American pol- 
icy, a phase of expansion and imperialism? 

Faced with high prices and the disloca- 
tions mainly attributed to much publicizéd 
strikes, the average American is not cer- 
tain that his community is much wealthier 
and more powerful than in 1939. Moreover, 
the old combination of liberalism at home 
and isolationism abroad, of a forward pol- 
icy in domestic matters and of no policy at 
all in foreign affairs, still holds, 


Instinct of Isolation 


When the House of Representatives, in 
a single day, gave J. Edgar Hoover all the 
funds he wanted for tracking down Com- 
munists in America and threw out the en- 
tire appropriation for the “Voice of Amer- 
ica,” the broadcasts by which the State De- 
partment hopes to explain e American 
way of: life to the world, they demonstrated 
their relative concern for the internal and 
external aspects of America’s anti-Com- 
munist crusade. 

It is difficult to believe that the next few 
years will abolish the old economic in- 
stability of the United States. The impor- 
tance of these dislocations is not, as is 
sometimes supposed, the possibility that 
they will allow other nations, in particular 
the Soviet Union, to outstrip America in 
industrial strength. The importance of a 
depression to America’s externa] relations 
is that it would enormously reinforce the 
instinct to concentrate on American prob- 
lems to the exclusion of the outside world. 


But perhaps the greatest single obstacle 


to the emergency in America of a sustained — 


and positive foreign policy is the nature 


“progressive” 


of its political system. The division of pow- 
er between President and Congress, the 
possibility of different parties controlling 
the one and the other, the lack of a cabinet 
responsible to the legislature, the working 
of the party system, are all weighted 
against the present pursuit of long-term 
national or international objectives, 

So long as the essence of the political 
struggle in the country is the conciliation 
of minorities and the avoidance of con- 
troversial topics, the great issues of for- 
eign policy cannot be fairly placed before 
the electorate and confidently worked out. 

The fact that President Truman had al- 
most to declare war on Soviet Russia to 
get Congress to agree to a minor appro- 
priation for small-scale police work in the 
Eastern Mediterranean bodes ill for the fu- 
ture of a fully developed long-term foreign 
policy whose implementation wilh demand 
billions of money, and much more than 
money, from the American people. 


Out of the Question 


So long as the American Republic is 
constituted as it is today, a consistent pol- 
icy of deliberate imperialism is out of the 
question. No doubt from time to time 


there will be imperialist overtones. But | 


these imperialist overtones are unlikely to 


go very Jar or last very long. 

The prospect is that American policy will 
continue to fluctuate between a mood of 
activism, mainly liberal and well-inten- 
tioned but with a verbal top-dressing of 
aggressiveness, and a mood of wholly ideal- 
istic indifference to the rest of the. world. 


Now a new mood is apparent, for which 
Mr. Molotoy is uniquely responsible, Rus- 
sian diplomacy has succeeded in goading 
the United States into an unwilling realiza- 
tion that perhaps it must itself, in terms of 
its own strength and manpower, do some- 
thing about the outside world. But it 
would be rash to say how long it wil] last. 


Rise in the Tide Mark 


Yet it is possible to discern tinder this 
flowing and ebbing tide a steady rise in 
the line of the tide mark. After each phase 
of active diplomacy, the Americans do not 
fall back to quite so deep a trough of iso- 
lation, and each new period of activity car- 
ties them further up the rocky and unwel- 
coming shore of world politics. 

Those democrats in England who scream 
at the Americans that they are imperial- 
ists, capitalist reactionaries and would-be 
aggressors no doubt fmagine that they are 
helping to bring about a “democratic,” 
American policy, presided 
over by Mr. Henry Wallace. What they 
are actually doing is helping to persuade 
America to retreat within its own borders, 
to bolt the doors, turn its back, and set it- 
self to organize a purely self-sufficient 
American .economy. 

They might well be asked to pause and 
consider whether this is what they really 


want—to be left alone in a world given — 


over to power politics and in which Soviet 
Russia will be the greatest power.

Between Book Ends 
Blockade as Fighting Tool 


THE HIDDEN WEAPON, by David lL. Gorden and 
Royden Dangerfield. (Harper & Brothers, New Yort.) 
The authors. who were connected with the 

Blockade Division of the Foreign Economic 
Administration, tell the story of economic 
warfare from first-hand experience. The 
blockade of Germany could consist only in 
an attempt to buy off the neutral coun- 
tries and to restrict their exports to Ger- 
many to a negligible volume. 

This report shows that these efforts bore 
fruit not until the end of 1944 when it was 
almost certain that the Allies would win 
the war. Even the heaviest pressure brought 
upon the neutrals could not induce them 
to stop doing business with both sides, 
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These are the conclusions to which the 
authors come: Our economic warfare did 
not bring about the economic collapse of 
Germany, although it hampered German 
war production to some degree. German 
aircraft production, however, in 1944 was 
nearly four times that of 1940. The stra- 
tegic bombings did not disrupt German 
economy as expected, and bombed out 
plants were restored to full production in 
an amazingly short time. The authors ulso 
believe that German economy as a whole 
was not “tight” and had “substantial un- 
used reserves, of strength” to the war’s end. 

The reasons for the ineffectiveness of 
our blockade are: first the blockade did 
not really take effect for nearly two years 
after we entered the war, and second, the 
Nazi campaigns consumed fewer quantities 
of supplies than anticipated. The Nazis’ 
ability to dispense with “essential” strate- 
gic materials by the use of substitutes is 
an additional reason for the failure of 
economic warfare. The authors feel cer- 
tain that “victory would have come earlier 
if we had had greater resources, and more 
power, in every sphere.” 
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As accomplishments of the blockade the 
authors list: continuous pressure on Ger- 
man oil supplies and other materials; heavy 
strain on transportation facilities; = 
attrition in the sphere of manpower; 
duction in production goals, and heinanne 
on strategic decisions. The effect on Ger- 
man morale is difficult to judge, but there 
is no doubt that the shortages were felt 
most severely by civilians. 

The authors conclude that economic war- 
fare, though not a major weapon, “was a 
valuable auxiliary, well worth the small 
expenditure of military and financial re- 
sources it entailed.” 

As for the future, the authors believe 
that “neutrality in any/general war -is no 
longer a protection and no longer even 
possible in any real sense.” Collective 
sanctions against aggressors seem to be 
the only way out—if there is a “sincere de- 
sire among the peace-loving states of the 
world to nip aggression in the bud.”

LONGER LIFE SPAN, 
NEW SOCIAL TASKS 


Doctor Talks on ‘ Problems 
of Aged and Chroni- 
cally III: 


\ 


By prolonging the average span 
of human life, medical science has 
created new social problems aris- 


ing out of the greater numbers of 
aged and chronically ill persons in 
the community, Dr. James P., Si- 
monds, a member of the North- 
western University Medical School 
faculty and of the Chicago Com- 
mittee for the Care of the Chroni- 
cally Ill, declared here yesterday. 
Dr. Simonds spoke at a lunch- 
eon of the Hospital Council of St. 
Louis. A plaque was presented to 
Henry F. Chadeayne, past presi- 
dent of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil, in honor of the Council’s serv- 
ice to community health. *‘Presen- 
tation was by the Rev. E. C. 
Hofius, president of the Hospital 
Council. 

“The population of this country 
is becoming static,” he said. “That 
is, the annual birth and death 
rates are nearly equal. More peo- 
ple are living longer to enter the 
older age group in which chronic 
disease is most prevalent. 

“The ratio between the produc- 
tive group and the group that is 
non-productive because of age or 
chronic illness is growing smaller. 
This places upon~the proportion- 
ally diminishing productive group 
a burden which may be expected 
to increase with the passage of 
time.” i 

The task of the community in 
this problem, he said, is to provide 
adequate nursing homes, a co-ordi- 
nated medical and social service 
to rehabilitate as many of the 
chronically ill as possible, and to 
sponsor research into fhronic dis- 
ease control, 

“Research in this field,” Dr. 
Simonds said, “should be directed 
to the solution of such problems 
as, why a given disease becomes 
chronic in one patient and not in 
another; and how the five chronic 
diseases — heart disease, cancer, 
intracranial lesions of vascular

U.S, AN EXPORTER OF IDEAS,

CLEVELAND, June 26 (UP)—Coroner Samuel Gerber today 
cleared Welterweight Champion Ray (Sugar) Robinson of all blame 
in the tragic death of Jimmy Doyle in their title fight at the 
Cleveland Arena Tuesday night. 


CLEVELAND, June 26 (AP)—The Cleveland Boxing Commission 
reported today that Jimmy Doyle was physically fit and ready when 
he entered the ring against Ray Robinson in the welterweight cham- 
pionship bout that resulted in Doyle’s death. 


The report was prepared at the 
request of Mayor Thomas Burke 
at a special meeting called by 
Commission 
utKa. 

Dr. A. F. Hagedorn, commission 
physician, gave his own testimony 
and that of other physicians that 
the 22-year-old Californian showed 
no signs of injury of any kind 
before he entered the ring with 
Robinson.

The old wounds in his brain tis- 
sue’ were inflicted March i1, 
1946, when middleweight Artie Le- 
vine’s blows’ sent the plucky Los 
Angeles boxer to the same hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Gerber reported “Doyle 
died from a cerebral hemorrhage. 
There was general hemorrhage 
in the brain, considerable in the 
back of the brain.

“His head striking the _ ring 
floor may have added to the dam- 
age. But the blow ‘to the jaw or 
face was the cause of the in- 
jury to the brain.

ESTERDAY I offered five 
suggestions by which you

6. You would rather have a 
business of your own in which 
you could be your own boss, than 
to make considerably more money 
by taking orders from someone 
else, 

7. Your opinions on politics and 
religion are quite different from 
those of your parents, 

8. If you tackle even an unim- 
portant job, it is a matter of 
pride’ with ‘you ‘to' stick to ‘it until 
it is finished—even if a good deal 
of trouble or inconvenience is 
involved. 

You pride yourself on your will- 
ingness to assume responsibility-— 
even if you are sometimes inward- 
ly uncertain of your fitness for 
the particular responsibility. 

10. When you are defeated it is 
hard for you to avoid showing 
your disappointment. 

Aggressiveness of this sort often 
covers up a wretched feeling of 
inadequacy. Since its roots usually 
go back to childhood experiences, 
the proper treatment is to 
back into memory, find the causes 
of the original frustration, and re- 
move them or recognize that they 
no longer justify the sort of pro- 
test that you are still making. 
Such treatment is;likely to require 
help from a disinterested outsider 
~“a counselor of some sort. 

But the importance of “doing 
something about it” justifies seri- 
ous effort, for the aggressive per- 
sonality (more common in men 
than women, but likely to be a 
particularly great handicap to a 
woman) too often develops into 
a “hardness, a bossiness, a tryran- 
nical selfishness, a tendency to 
unfair attack, which will keep its 
possessor in hot water continually. 

Individuals of such extreme and 
unwholesome self - assertiveness 
are likely to be conceited, over- 
bearing, prone to talk loudly and 
boastfully and criticize others 
caustically.
